• United States officials this after- 
noon took into custody the roan 
whom they believe is the leader of 
Madison's West Side liquor ring. 
His name is Frank Congalesi and 
resides at 2 S. Murray street. 
He 


was arraigned before Judge Claude 
Z. Luse at '2:45 this afternoon and 
pleaded not guilty to three county 
of an indictment returned by the 
jrand jury, charging him with sell- 
ing on two' occasions and of posses- 
sion on one occasion. 
In his statements, to the court at 


the arraignment, U. S. Diat. Atty. 
W. H. Daugherty declared..that he 
had reliable information to the ef- 
fect that this man ia not only an 
offender but is "the leader and chief 
advisor of the Italian liquor law vio- 
lators."

J, F. A. Pyre had agreed to an in- 
terview, so I sauntered into his office and

Mr Pvre really enjoyed writing this book. 


I feel sure of that. It was not a work dasheJ 
off under white heat inspiration, however, but 
came as the result of ten of twelve years' stuuy 
and investigation. 
Launched upon this idea 


from which to load off into sundry .channels, 
Mr Pyre told of the story of the Oxford pro- 
fessor,' pointing the value of much reading. 
, 


It seems that a certain American, who pub-- 


lUhed copiously, dropped in at. Oxford for a 
chat with a .certain English professor. 
As the 


conversation 
developed, 
the 
American was 


amazed t-t the vast amount of knowledge wnich 
the Englishman has 
amassed. 
It seemed to 


Ivm that something should 
be done with all 


this knowledge and he 
turned to the Oxford 


man and said, "I can't understand how a man 
who'knows as much about this subject as-you 
do doesn't make some use of it. 
why don t 


you write?" 


The Englishman paused a moment and con- 


templated the vast number of books with which 
the American had swamped the press, and then 
replied in a slow drawl, "Good Lord man, why 
don't you read?" 


Which brought us back to versification and 


Mr Pvre's book. It is an amazing collection 
of information on the verse of Tennyson, show- 
is: a comprehensive knowledge of the subject 
and a genuine regard for the poet. I listened 
intently as he told of his careful • study ol 
Ter.nysonian lines, quoting, as he did, line after 
line to illustrate one point orj another. 
I ad- 


mired his intimate acquaintance with the poet s 
works, and felt that here indeed was a man 
who really knew a poet through his works. 


I realized for the first time the enormous 


amount of effort which Tennyson had expended 
in perfecting his art, as Mr. Pyre told of the 
gradual progress in the modeling and reshap- 
ing of lines until each syllable of each foot in 
every line expressed a sonorous symphony of 
sound. (I hesitate, a bit over this alliteration). 
This man Pyre is frankly enthusiastic and_I 
could not help catching a great bit of his spirit. 
Tho sun was slanting through the window into 
my eyes, and I settled down a little lower :n 
my chair content to listen. 


I was not surprised when Mr. Pyre swung 


almost unconsciously from the 
discussion of 


Tennyson's consciously 
developed art into a 


tirade agaist the lazy verse of Carl Sandberg 
nr.d the school of vers librists. I felt that this 
man could not enjoy a string of ash can figures 
tied on the merest semblance of poetical form, 
and my mind kept reverting to the series of 


1 qtioted'Tennysonian lines in cotrast to the out- 
put of Emmanuel Carnevalli and the contribu- 
tors of Poetry. 
Mr. Pyre felt strongly that 


these free' versifiers were only good singers 
at best; they had not mastered the metrical 
forms and standard rhyming molds and wera 
too lazy to try them. We trembled a bit for 
out present versifiers, but thought for a mo- 
ment of David Morton's Ships in Harbor and 
the verse of the late Joyce Kilmer. 


We missed our lunch, but scrambled eggs and

Queen Vic- 
toria must ever be a gigantic power, 
Not an infant; Victoria Regina, not 
the Disraelian Faery; tho cause of 
Gladstone, Tennyson, Manning, Gor- 
Jon, and Lord Beaconsfield, not thi> 
plaything of statesmen; the spir- 
itual, loving Empress, not a girl" 
essentially middleelass, who might 
have been the daughter of • Ger- 
nmn pastor." 


Straehey show* clearly Ms ma- 


licious delight in pulling down from 
her high pedestal the regal figure 
of Victoria, and with his palletto 
heavy with

Another "Brass Check" 


New Interchurch World Movement Report On Steel Strike 


• 
Exposes Corrupted Press. 


nIG BUSINESS interests withdrew support from the Inter- 
D church World Movement, but its committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the steel strike is Still very much alive. It has recent- 
ly issued the second volume of its most compete report. This 
volume makes an exposure of how the newspapers suppressed 
facts, twisted news, and invented Hes in their attempt to set 
public sentiment against the strikers. 


It to as striking an indictment of newspaper prostitution as 


anything to be found in Upton Sinclair's "Brass Check." 


The report is based ou an analysis of 400 issues of Pittsburg 


newspapers which appeared during the first two months of the 
strike. 


The Pittsburg steel workers sought by their strike, to es- 


tablish their right lo organize, to secure .shorter hours of labor, 
and better conditions of employment. 


But the piltsbarg newspapers utterly ignored the real is- 


uics between the workmen and the bosses, and treated the strike 
us a plot fomented by aliens, anarchists and revolutionists, to 
.overthrow the jjnvcrnment. 


The story told by the Inter-church Committee is the story 


oi' a city and stale ruled by the steel trust. 


The report finds that the Pittsburg newspapers during the 


strike were a failure as to publishing the news and committed 
overt nets in support for policies which were against the public 
l:itcre:t. 


It then compared the altitude of the PUtsbarg papers to 


the trend of the newspapers in other cities during the strike, 
and found there was little difference. 


When the stale co-'st:ibularly or local police clubbed or shot 


;r'tl k'lled striker?, these occurrences were reported ns "riots" 
for which the victims were blamed. Detailed descriptions of a 
number of such cases arc yiven. Witnesses in signed state- 
ments given to the ormnissior.cr's investigators, for instance, 
declerc that one of the men reported as killed in a "riot" was 
shot dtwn in his own yard while he had a baby on his knee.

CORPORATION DIVIDENDS 


CCORDING to a report recently Issued by the United States 
Department of Commerce the year 1920 has not been a bad 


year, 90 far as the profits of leading industries of the country 
arc concerned. Wages have been cut, and men have beeji turned 
out of employment, but dividends have been earned just the 
Mine.The report shows that in January 1921, the total interest 
and dividend payments by the leading industries of the country 
amounted to 1389,000,000, although at that time the number of 
unemployed was variously estimated at from three to 6ve mil 
lion. During 1913 the payment of interest and dividends aver- 
aged 148 »UMon dollars per month. The figures for the next 
ye*r wtre about the same. In 1915 they grew larger. In 1916 
they averaged 177 minion; In 1917 199 mllion; In 1918, 252 mil 
lion; In 1919, 2«5 million; and for 1920 they reached 284 mil- 
lion per month.

UNION BUILDENG SITE BOUGHT 


FROM DAUGHTERS OF OLD GRAB 


This man who erected the pres- 


ent 'Union building for .a family 
residence some twenty years ago 
was George Raymer '71, Civil War 
hero, editor, lover of nature, grad- 
uate of the university, and at one 
time president of the board of re- 
gents. 


Although' born in Jefferson, Pa., 


Mr. Eaymer came to Wisconsin at 
the . ag6 of five, and slince 1847 
spent the majority of his life in this 
state. He received his early edu- 
cation in Green county, Wis. 


.With the Civil war at its height, 


Mr: Raymer enlisted in Company 
D., of the 36th Wisconsin volunteer- 
infantry in 1863 and 
served 
his 


country as a non-commissioned offi- 
cer with the regiment-in the second 
army until the close of the war. 
Although wounded three times dur- 
ing the year _ of 1863, in battles 
around Petersburg, Va., he refussa 
to be discharged or relieved from 
service, and as soon as he was phys- 
ically able, .he was. back at, his ,~1^ :e 
in the .Union lines. He'was mus- 
tered out of service in August, 1865 


Two years after completing" his 


seryicp in the army, Mr.. Eaymer 
entered the university, and after 
graduated in 1871. Upon gradu- 
ation, he .became part owner and 
tc'itor of 
the Madison Democrat, 


and held that position- until 1890, 
•when he* was succeeded by 0. 0. 
Brandenburg.

During the last few years of his 


editorship, from 1884 ,to 1891, Mr, 
Raymer, -who' had always taken .1 
lively interest in university affairs: 
was a member of the board of re- 
gents, and during 1890 and 18U1 
served as president of the board. 


Ten years ago,-: Mr, 'Raymer left 


for California, where ho resided up 
to his death, which occurred in Pas- 
adena on June 17, of this year. - 


His: love and interest in the 


beauty of .nature won him a life 
membership "in th« State/Historical 
'society, and prompted . him to .con- 
struct the beautiful drive through 
his', -picturesque •farm' ^-at Eagle 
Heights,*which 'is :.'.n6y?owned'':by 
thy university arid.dedicated to pub- 
lic Vuse.'-- by-.Mr. Raymer. Besides 
these attribute»,-..,Mr. 'Raymer" wis 
also ono of Hie most jrogressive 
men' of his time, as he wan always 
acquainted with the latest devel- 
opment! of science and mechanic!. 


He installed the first type-casting 
machine in the" state at the Madison
